True to their char- 
acteristics, the tribo of John Stanley 
pitched tent In ono of the -siost pictur- 
esque tpots hereabouts, and while the 
mm nre not cnKaned In trading horsci 
they nre sunning themselves on 'the 
hanks of the river, and If one enn judg' 
from npp".iranoea they arc; as happy 
as the day Is lone. 
Their horses aro their stock In tradQ 


nnd In the nln- or len that they keep 
on hand, for sale or to trade, can b£ 
found some 
veiy decent 
specimens, 


Wllh the exception of "palm readlnK.' 
horso trading Is the only way In which 
they make any attempt at earjilng a 
living. The women do the cooking and 
the palm reading. Tlielr.i might well 
lin called the simple life, yet their at 
tempt at fortune telling does not con 
vlnce one that their close communion 
with nature hnd endowed them with 
tho supernatural. There In one Ihlnur 
In particular, however, very worthy of 
mention, and that In the fact that, so 
far as sickness Is concerned, tho Stan- 
ley'trlb"! of gypsies hnvn little use for 
doctors. They eat tho plainest of food 
live In the open air and keep clean. 


The Sun nrtlfit and'a reporter for 


The Pun visited the gypsy camps at 
Indian 'Orchard In First street 
this 


forenoon and were, warmly welcomed 
by John Stanley, four or ftvo xtreuous 
hoys nnd a big white doc with a kind 
eve and'vicious mouth. 
"The outllt consists of four covered 
wagons, three llcht wagons, tents a

convenient for us." 


PREPARING DINNER. 


Tho women were preparing dinner 


when the reporter and the artist called 
and "the table" was set when they left. 
The tnblo wn* the ground spread with 
a clean cloth and one great dish In tho 
centre precluded the

plates. It was a case of "chop nnd 
come ngalr." and they ate with appe- 
tlte.i that would turn ploughmen green 
with envy.

upectators were within tho boundaries 
of Camp Hartlett In WestfleM yester- 
day. 


At tho entrance to the ramp the gov- 


ernor and his Kuests were met by Gen. 
Miles and stuff and a ralulo of 17 gunn 
was fired bj- u field battery and, tho 
state tine: was broken out from the. 
Man* at division headquarters. 


Dinner was served immediately after 


the arrival, and then tho Koverr.or pre- 
pared for the rcvifv. which was sched- 
uled to take place at 2 o'clock. At this 
tlirm the thermometer had reached a 
position olose. to the nlnetlea. In spit*1 
of a smart breeze blowing from 
tlie 


i'omlK-ast. which, although 
very 
re- 


freshing on the hill at 
headquarters. 


W.IH hiirdlyTelt In camp, and tt was tro- 
mendo'jsly hot on 
tho 
big 
parado 


ground \yhere the troops were to assem- 
ble. 


Just before 2 o'clock assembly sound- 


ed along the long Hat1 of regimental 
camps and soon th-:- -JIvIMon commenc- 
ed the march to th. 
formation W:IB the 
Thursday, in two 
holding (Irst line, 
arms making up the seuondo line. 


The division having marched to lt£ 


position there followed a wait of over 
an hour, much to the discomfort of th 
thousands of tipectatorn who hud al 
ready taken position on tho grand stani 
or hud scattered about 
tho easterl; 


side of the parade. To add 
to 
th 


trouble, thousands of spectators wh 
Imagined themselves in good position 
to witch tho events were forced to th 
rear of troop C. U. S. A., which ha 
been detached from 
the 
provlslona 


battalion to act as guard to hold th 
reviewing point and thn grand .stan< 
clear of citizens. This work was eas 
ily performed along a portion of th, 
line, but the crowd at the grand Btam 
roquirexl some forceful persuasion be 
foro they could be made to undcrstan 
that orders are orders, especially wltr 
Uncle Sam's soldiers. While tho spec 
tators wero loudly complaining at th 
delay, the 6000 soldiers lay broiling In 
the hot sun on the parade, the cxp»r 
ience of Thursday being repeated. 


At 3.30 a cheer went up from th 


grand stand as an automobile lande.i 
Lieut. Cov. Ouild, Councillors Watsoi 
and 
Sullivan: They, having 
scttlci 


down, the people eagerly uwaited 
th 


arrival of the governor himself, so tha 
the ceremony might proceed. Soon a 
band on the extreme right ot the lln< 
was heard playing "Hall to the Chief.' 
and a streak of flying dust, through 
which a white automobile could be seen 
making its way down tho first line o 
tho troops. Tho tardy nppcaranc'o 
the governor was afterward explaine< 
as bcinc due to the breaking down 
his auto. He was obliged to take a sec 
ond. and this, too. giving away, a thin 
machine wns colled to the rescue, and 
in this ho passed about tho_cntiro di 
vision and received such honor as was 
due his rank. 


With the governor was AdJt.-Gen 


Stopford and Maj. Mitchell. His excel- 
lency having taken station at the re- 
viewing point, marked 
with 
a 
big 


American flag, the march 
past was 


started nt 3.35. exactly two hours from 
the time tho organizations had march- 
ed from the camps. 


The advance was led by. Gen. Miles, 


commanding the division, and Jits staff. 
He gave the governor a pretty salute, 
which was acknowledged by the latter 
raising his handsome straw hat, and 
turned out of the column, stationing 
himself ana staff at the governor's left. 
from which point ho closely watched 
the long column pass. 


After Gen. Miles had stationed him- 


self with the governor. Gen. Whitney 
and staff, heading the 2d brigade, pass- 
ed the reviewing point. Tho general 
made his usual excellent appearance. 


Heading the foot troops of the state 


camp Col. Pew and the 8th Infantry. 
The formation had been changed from 
that of Thursday, the passage being by 
companies closed to half distance. The 
companies of this regiment appeared 
to have* fuller ranks than did those of 
the organizations that 
followed. 
It 


swung along smartly, and distances 
were well maintained. As MaJ. Swect- 
ser's battalion passed the governor. 
Gen. Miles 
caller! his attention 
to 


Lieut Miles, his son. who is acting 
battalion adjutant. The band of this 
regiment did not turn out at the re- 
viewing point. 


The approach of the artillery was 


signalled by a cloud of dust that cov- 
ered everything In sight. It had been 
bod enough during the pnssago of tho 
foot troops, but 
the mounted arms 


raised a fog that was so thick at times 
KB to obscure tho troops from the sight 
of the spectators, and drove the photo- 
graph men, who had stationed- them- 
selves on the grand stand, to seek 
places nearer the marching column. 


The artillery battalion was made up 


of the 23d. United States rleld battery 
and batteries A, B and C of Massa^hu- 
nctts. The command. looked like'buslj 
ness, the regular battery being easily 
distinguished by the number of Its 
(rune. Tiavlng six to tho militia 
bat- 


teries' four, «s well as by the color of 
guns, caissons and. limbers.

Miss Irwina 
was asked to choose, If convenient,

tion's birthday. 


At 11 o'clock July 3 tho Cllos as- 


sembled 
In 
their 
morning 
calling 


clothe.i. and Jtlss Irwlna was Intro- 
duced. After speaking awhile she said 
sho would nsk a few questions direct- 
ly and Indirectly connected with In- 
dependence day. The first was this: 


"Will some of the descendants of 


soldiers "of the American Revolution 
tell us what historic event of vital Im- 
portance to our country occurred on 
this date, July 3, In tho year 1775, an 
event undoubtedly leading up to . the 
promulgation of the Declaration of In- 
dependence a year later? Let us play 
we are a real history class at school. 
Those who would like to answer may 
hold up their hands." 


Not n hand was raised, to the ap- 


parent surprise of Miss Irwina, though 
jiosslbly she was not really so much 
surprised after all. She waited, then 
said: 


"July 3, 1775, at S o'clock In the 


morning, at Cambridge, Mass., under 
a tree ever afterward known as the 
•Washington Elm.' George Washington 
took formal command of the American 
army, as he had recently been cm- 
powered to do by the Contfncnlal con- 
gress. Oh. by Ihc way, when was our 
country's birthday first celebrated as 
a holiday, and how was it commem- 
orated ?" 


Not a Illy vhllo hand was raised In 


response to this question.. After wait- 
Ing to make sure that no members of 
the club that had been studying tho 
hlctory of ancient countries could an- 
swer this question in regard lo their 
own, Miss Irwlna herself answered It 
as follows: 


•July 4. 1777, our nation's first anni- 


versary, tho American army was at 
Morrlstown. N. J.. General Washing-

first July 4 afler the original one, on 
which tho Declaration was Issued, was

Dinner was served Immediately nffr 
the arrival, and then the Royernor pro- 
pared for the review, which was sched- 
uled to tako place at 2 o'clock. At this 
time the thermometer had reached a 
position close to the nineties. In spite 
of a smart brcezo hlowlntr from 
the 


southeast, which, although 
very re- 


freshing on the hill at 
headquarters, 


was hardly felt In camp, anil it was tre- 
mendously hot on 
the 
big . parade 


Kround where the troops were to assem- 
ble. 


Just before 2 o'clock assembly sound- 


ed aloiiK the Jong Unc^of reslmental 
camps and soon ih-: 'llvlsloji comme.nc- 
ed the march to tho panuie ground. Tho 
formation wn6 the nam* *a that of 
Thursday. In two linos, the Infantry 
holding first line, with th? mounted 
arms making up tho sccondo line.

that orders are orders, especially with 
Uncle Sam's soldiers.

Bdllo so!'J!ers lay broiling in 
the hot sun on the parade, the exper- 
ience of Thursday being repeated. 


At 3.SO a cheer went up from the

Lieut. Gov. Guild, Councillors Watson 
and 
Sullivan. They, having settled 


down, the people eagerly awaited, the 
arrival of the governor himself, so that 
the ceremony might proceed. .Soon a 
band on the extreme right ot the lino 
was heard playing "Hail to tho Chief," 
and a Ktroak of flying dust, 
through 


which a white automobile could be seen 
making Its way down tho first line of 
tho tropps. Tho tardy appearance of 
the governor was afterward explained 
as being due to the breaking down of 
his auto. He was obliged to take a sec- 
ond, and this, too, giving away, a third 
machine was called to tho rescue, and 
In this he passed about tho entire di- 
vision and received such honor as was 
due his rank. 


With the governor was AdJt.-Gcn. 


Stopford and MaJ. Mitchell. His excel- 
lency having taken station at the re- 
viewing point, marked with a big 
American flag, the march past was 
started at 3.35, exactly two hours from 
the time the organizations had march- 
ed from the camps. 
The advance was led by Gen. Miles, 


commanding the division, and hla staff. 
He gave the governor a pretty salute, 
which was acknowledged by the lattor 
raising bis handsome straw, hat, and 
turned out of the column, 
stationing 


himself ajid staff at tha governor's left, 
from which point ho closely watched 
the long column pass. 


After Gen. Miles had stationed him- 


self with the governor. Gen. Whitney 
and staff, heading the 2d brigade, pass- 
ed the reviewing po.Int. Tho general 
made.his usual excellent appearance. 


Heading the foot troops of the state 


came Col. Pew and the 8th Infantry. 
The formation had been changed from 
that of Thursday, the passage being by 
companies closed to half distance. The 
companies of this regiment appeared 
to have fuller ranks than did those of 
the 'organizations that 
followed. 
It 


swung along smartly, and distances 
were w«ll maintained. As Maj. Swcet-

governor. 


Gen. Miles called his attention to 
Lieut. Miles, his son, who Is

Rlgnalled by ft cloud o£ dust that cov- 
ered everything in sight. It had been 
bad enough during the passage of tho 
foot troops, but the. mounted arms 
raised a log *hat was so thick at times 
as to obscure the troops from the sight 
of the spectators, and drove the photo- 
graph men, who had stationed them- 
selves on tho grand stand, to seek 
places nearer the marching column*^ 


The artillery battalion was made up 


of the 23d United States field battery 
and batteries A, B and C of Massachu- 
setts. Tho command looked like busi- 
ness, tho regular battery being easily 
distinguished by the number of Its 
guns, having six to the. militia, bat- 
teries' four, as -well as by the color o£ 
gunc, caissons 'and limbers. 


The provisional battalion of cavalry, 


under command of Maj W. A. Perrlns. 
brought up the rear of the fighting 
men. It was minus troop C, 15th 
United States cavalry, which had been 
taken from .the command and detailed 
for guard duty along the 
line of 


spectators. Troops A and 0 were in 
fine form, but F, particularly as to Its 
headgear, could have Improved its ap- 
pearance.

The review of the division, as a 


whole, was a very handsome apectiicli', 
particularly considering tho conditions, 
but the dual and tremendous heal de- 
tracted considerably from the. nppi-ar- 
uiu-a of the troops. It was noticed that 
Uiero wero many kinds of khaki worn 
by the troop?, while In many Instances 
the_canipalgn hats could very wisely Im 
added to the Junk heap.

Far more Interesting to tho general 


reader than the history of ancient re- 
ligions of any kind, however, Is th» 
story of Annie Besant herself.

was born In London, Oct. 1, 1847. Her 
mother was loo poor to educate tho 
Ilttlo girl, so she was taken In hand by 
Miss Marryat, daughter of the novel- 
ist Miss Marryat was rich and was 
a good friend of the child'* family.

the core, Annie Bosant. 'o the genera! 
amazement. "Hopped." Into theosophy. 
She was thenceforth the right-hand of 
Mine. Blavatsky during the latter's 
lifetime. Since Mme. Rlnvatsky's death 
Mrs. Besant hns naturally dropped In- 
to the leader's place. Sho has crossed 
tho ocean to America many times and 
then crisscrossed our. continent, ex- 
pounding tho doctrines of her cult, 
ivhlch are universal brotherhood, tho 
unfolding of the hidden powers of man 
ind the study of oriental languages 
•uid literature.

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CAMP JARTLETT 


Governor's 
Day 
Attracted 


45,000 People to the Field 


It Is cstimatcJ that mor« than 45.000 


spectators were within the boundaries 
of Camp Bartlett In Wcstflold yester- 
day. 


At tho entrance to"th« camp the gov- 


ernor and his guests wore met by Gen. 
Miles and start anil a salute of 17 guns 
was fired by a field battery and the 
state (las was broken out from the 
staff at division headquarters. 


Dinner was served Immediately after 


the arrival, and then the governor pre- 
pared for the review, which was sched- 
uled to take place at 3 o'clock. At this 
time the thermometer had renched a 
position close to the nineties. In spite 
of a smart breeze blowing 
southeast, which, although 


from 
very 


the 


freshlnc on the hill at 
headquarters, 


was hardly felt In camp, and It was tre 
mendously hot on 
thft 
big 
parade 


ground-where the troops were to assem- 
ble. 
* 


Just before 2 o'clock assembly sound- 


ed along the long line of regimental 
camps and soon the >llvlstoji commenc- 
ed the march to the parrule ground. The 
formation was the dam* *s that of 
Thursday. In two linns, the Infantry 
holding first line, 'with Ihr mounted 
arms making up the secondo line. 


The division having mirchcd to Its 


position there followed a wait of over 
an hour, much to the discomfort of the 
thousands of spectators who had al- 
ready taken position on the grand stand 
or had scattered about tho easterly 
side of tho parade. To add 
to tho 


trouble, thousands of spectators who 
imagined themselves ID good positions 
to watcli the events were forced to tho 
rear of troop C. U. S. A., which had 
been detached from 
the 
provisional 


battalion to act as guard to hold the 
reviewing point and the grand stand 
clear of citizens. This work was eas- 
ily performed along a portion of the 
line, but the crowd at the grand stand 
required some forceful persuasion be- 
fore they could be made to understand 
that orders are orders, especially with 
Uncle Sam's soldiers. While tho spec- 
tators were loudly complaining at the 
delay, the 6000 soldiers lay broiling In 
the hot sun on tho parade, the exper 
ience of Thursday bclns repeated. 


At 3.30 a cheer went up from the 


grand stand as an automobile landed 
Lieut. Gov. Guild. Councillors Watson 
and • Sullivan. They, having settled 
down, the people eagerly awaited the 
' arrival of the governor himself, so that 
the ceremony might proceed. Soon 'a 
hand on tho extreme right of the lino 
was heard playing "Hail to the Chief." 
and a streak of flying dust, through 
which a white automobile'could bo seen 
making its way down the first line of 
tho troops. The tardy appearance of 
the governor was afterward explained 
as being due to the breaking down of 
his auto. He was obliged to take a sec- 
ond, and this, too, giving away, a third 
machine was called to the rescue, and 
, in this he passed about the entire di- 


vision and received such honor as was 
due his rank. 


With the governor 
was 
AdJt.-Gcn. 


Stopford and Ma], illtchell. His excel- 
lency having taken station at the re- 
viewing, point, marked 
with 
a. big 


American flag, the march past was 
started at 3.35, exactly two hours from 
the time the organizations had march- 
ed from the camps. 


Tho advance was led by Gen. Miles, 


commanding the division, and his staff. 
He gave the governor a pretty salute, 
which was acknowledged by tho latter 
raising' bis handsome straw hat, and 
turned out of the column, stationing 
himself and staff at the governor's left, 
from which point he closely watched 
the long column pass. 


After Gen. Miles-had stationed him- 


self with the governor, Gen. Whitney 
and staff, heading the 2d brigade, pass- 
ed the reviewing point. Tho general 
made hts usual excellent appearance. 


Heading the foot troops of the state, 


came- Col. Pew and the Sth Infantry. 
The formation had been changed from 
that or Thursday, the passage being by 
companies closed to half'distance. The 
companies of this regiment appeared 
to have fuller ranks than did those of 
the organizations that 
followed. 
It 


swung along smartly, and distances 
were well maintained. As MaJ. Swcet- 
ser's battalion passed the governor, 
Gen. Miles called his attention 
to 


Lieut. Miles, his son, who Is acting 
battalion adjutant. The band of this 
regiment did not'turn out at the re- 
viewing -ipolnt. 


The approach of the artillery was 


signalled by a cloud of dust that cov- 
ered everything In sight. It had been 
bad enough .'during the passage of the 
foot troops, but the mounted arms 
raised a fog that was so thick at times 
as to obscure the troops from the sight 
of the spectators, and drove the photo- 
graph men, who had stationed them- 
gelves on the grand stand, to seek 
places nearer the marching column. 


The .artillery battalion was made up 


of the 23d United States field - battery 
and batteries A, B and C of Massachu- 
setts. The command looked like busi- 
ness, the regular battery being 'easily 
distinguished by the number /of its 
•guns, having six to the mllltla bat- 
teries' four, as well as by the color o£ 
guns, caissons and limbers. 


The'provisional battalion of cavalry, 


under command of Maj. W. A. Perrlns, 
brought up the rear of the fighting 
men. It was minus troop C, 16th 
United States cavalry, which had been 
taken from the command and detailed 
for guard duty along the line of 
spectators. Troops A'and-D wero in 
fine form, but P, particularly as to its 
headgear, could have Improved Its ap- 
pearance. 


The ambulance company. Capt. Bell, 


. brought up the rear of the division. 
This company has been Increased In 


strength rlnce Its lost • appearance a 
Frnmlngham and looked to bo In tln> 
fchape. 


Tho review of the division, as a 


whole, was a very handsome spectacle, 
particularly considering- tho conditions, 
but the dust and tremendous heat dii- 
tracted considerably from tho appear 
ante of the troops. It was noticed thai 
there were many UlnJs of khaki worn 
by the troops, while In ninny Instances 
the campaign huts could very wisely 
added to the Junk henp. In tho rear 
rank of the Sth U. S. infantry several 
men wore noticed wearing blue shlrtu, 
without blouses, 


The march past took 27 minutes from 


the passing of'thft lieutenant-general to 
the march past of the ambulance corps. 


Following the review a short rest 


was slvcn the troop?, and then cnme 
tho battle ex«rclso.s. An enemy was 
supposed to be approaching from tho 
west, and Gen. Whitney's brigade was 
sent out to rnfrngo It, the Int brigade,

In a lengthy Introducllon to tho volumo 
the author shows the points of resem- 
blance among all the world's great re- 
ligions, Huch as Zoroastrinnlsm. % 
po- 


danllsm. Judaism and Ihe theology 
taught by tho priests of ancient Egypt. 
The record goes as far back as the 
history of man has been traced. 


Far more Interesting to tho general 


reader than the history of ancient re- 
llgjons of any kind, however. Is tho 
story of Annie Besant herself. 
She 


was born In Ixindon, Oct, 1, 1847. Her 
mother was too poor to educate tho 
little girl,'so.she was uken In band by 
Miss Marryat. daughter of tho novel- 
ist. 
Miss Marryat was rich and wan 


a good friend of the child's family. I 
Annlo was brilliant and precocious In- 
tellectually and if a deeply religious 
nature beside?. In enrly girlhood and 
up to her marriage at the ago of twcn- i 
if to Rev. Frank Besant sho wna an' 


Episcopalian of the most high church 
type. 


Here Is the kind of husband sho got: 


"A man with very high Ideas of a 
husband's* authority and a wife's sub- 
mission, holding strongly to the 'mas- 
ter-ln-niy-own-house' theory; 
think- 


ing much of the details of homo ar- 
rangements, precise, methodical, easily 
angered nnd with dlfllculty appeased." 
On her part she says: "I had never 
had a harsh word spoken to me, never 
been ordered lo do anything, had hod 
my way smoothed for my feet and 
never a won-y hud touched me. Harsh- 


ness roused flr.it Incredulous wonder, 
then a storm of Indignant tears and 
after a time u proud, detain resistance, 
cold and hard IIH Iron."

Sho became i 
member of the British National Secu- 
lar society. 
Thus she met Charles 


Bmdlaugh nnd became his assistant In 
writing, speaking and working. 


Next Mme. Blavatsky, founder of tho 


theosophlcal society, met her and ex- 
pounded oriental doctrine to her. con- 
vincing her of Its truth. 
Honest to 


the core, Annie Besant, 'o the general 
amazement, "Hopped" Into theosophy. 
She was ihenceforth the right hand of 
Mme. 
Blavatsky during the latter's 


lifetime. Since Mme. Blavatsky's death 
Mrs. Besant has naturally dropped In- 
to the leader's place. Sho has crossed 
tho ocean to America many times and 
then crisscrossed our continent, ex- 
pounding tho doctrines of her cult, 
which aro universal brotherhood, the 
unfolding of the hidden powers of man 
and tho study of oriental languages 
and literature.

After speaking awhlio sho said 
she would ask a fow questions direct- 
ly and indirectly connected with In- 
dependence day. The first was this: 


"Will somo of the descendants of 


.soldlors of the American Revolution 
tell us what historic event of vital Im- 
portance to our country occurred on 
this date, July S, In tho year 1775, an 
event undoubtedly leading up to the 
promulgation of tho Declaration of In- 
dependence a year later? Let us play 
wo arc a real history class at school. 
Those who would like to answer may 
hold up their hands." 


Not a hand was raised, to the ap- 


parent surprise of Miss Irwina, though 
possibly sho was not really so much 
surprised after all. She waited, then 
said: 


"July 3, 1775, at 0 o'clock In the 


morning, at Cambridge, Mass., under 
a tree ever afterward known as tho 
•Washington Elm,' Gcorgo Washington 
took formal command of the American 
army, as ho had recently been em- 
powered to do by the Continental con- 
gress, ph. by Ihc way, when was our 
counlry's birthday flrst celebrated as 
a holiday, and how was It commem- 
orated?" 


Not n illy -hlto hand was raised In 


response to this question. After wait- 
Ing to make sure that no members o 
tho club that had been studying the 
history of ancient countries could an 
swer this question In regard to their 
own.

Immortal, day. 
When we aro in our 


graves our children will honor It. Thov 
w ' cclebrato It with thanksgiving, 
with festivity, with bonfires and illu- 
r,lnatlons.\ • • . My jungm(,nt Rp. 
proves thlrf-.measure nnd my wholo 


survive or perish, I am for tho Decla- 
ration. It Is my living sentiment, and 
by tho blessing of God it shall bo my 
dying sentiment—independence now, 
and Independence forever!'" 


At onco several hands were raised. 


"Who?" asked Miss 'Irwina. And the 
answer came, distinct, decided: 


"John Adams!" 
"Well, no," replied Miss Irwina, her 


eyes and mouth looking as though sho 
would like to laugh, although her head 
maintained a solemn pose. "It was 
only tho imaginary speech of John 


Adams, tho one which Daniel Webster 
puts into tho patriot's mouth. Webster 
himself uttered tho famous words out 
of his own head in an address de- 
livered in 1S26 and said he seemed to 
hear John Adams speaking them. But 
can any of you tell mo"—

specimens. 


With the exception of "palm reading, 
horse trading Is tho only way In which 
they make any attempt at earning a 
living. Tho women do the cooking and 
the palm rending. Their* might well 
ho called the simple life, yet their at- 
tempt at fortune tolling does not con- 
vince one thnt their close communion 
with nature had endowed them with 
the supernatural. Thero Is one thing 
In parllciilar. however, very worthy of 
mention, and that Is tho fact that, so 
far as sickness Is concerned, tho Stan- 
ley'trlbe of gypsies have little use for 
do'etors. They eat tho plainest of food, 
live In the open air and keep clean. 


The Sun artist nnd' a reporter for 


The Sun visited tho gypsy camps at 
Indian'Orchard In First street 
this 


forenoon and were warmly welcomed 
by John Stanley, four or fivo strcuous 
hoys and a big white dor; with a kind 
eye nnd' vicious mouth. 
"The outllt consists of four covered 
wagons, three light wagons, .tents a 
very abbreviated supply of 
cooking 


utensils, an array of harnesses, nine 
horses and tho white dog. 
John Stanley wan stretched on the 


river bank enjoying a nice. Juicy orange, 
when The Sun representative dropped 
In 
"Monarch of all you survey. Your 


rights there arn nono to dispute,' paid 
the reporter, 
taking 
prlvllego 
with 


well known lines.

' "N'ot so." said the leader of the 
Stanley trlhe of gypsies. ."There

those who can dispute my rights here, 
hut so long as we behave ourselves, 
and 1 think we have a

"You chose, a pretty place to pitch 


tent." observed tho reporter. 
"Yes." replied John. "I always like 


to Orive stakes near tho water. 
The 


grass Is better for tho horses, land and 
water is prettier than all land and no 
water, and such a place as this Is very 
convenient for us." 


PREPARING DINNER. 


The women were preparing dinner 


when the reporter and the artist called 
and "the table" was set when they left. 
The table wan the ground spread with 
a clean cloth and one gre.it dish In tho 
centre precluded the 
necessity^ for 


plates. It was a case of "chop and 
come again" and they ate' with appe- 
tites that would turn ploughmen green 
with envy.

It was a sight that would make a 


fellow with a Rockefeller stomach raise 
the stomach ante another million. But. 
to the fellow who felt as though he 
could do Justice to the meal even as It 
was being done Justice 'to by the gyp- 
sies of John Stanley's trlhe. the sight 
was a picturesque and an Inspiring one. 


Here In tho city suffering humanity 


was throbbing with the half 
tropical 


heat breath of summer that mado a 
fellow feel as though ho had run Into 
the tall end of a simoon from the plains 
of Texas, "while at Indian orchard a 
cool, refreshing lircezo came . singing 
and whistling from the bosom of the 
Morrlmack and the curly1 hair of the 
gypsy 'boys was flying1 in the 
wind. 


No wonder that John Stanley and his 
tribe are''healthy. 


ARE NOT INDIANS. 


One of John's men was not disposed 


to talk very much about himself or the 
tribe In general. Ho said that a re- 
porter from another paper,- had been 
thcro a few days ago and wrote a par- 
agraph In which was stated that a 
tribe of Indians from Old Town, Me., 
were camping at Indian Orchard. "We 
don't Hko that kind of a \\-rlte up."

"Psychology 
Is now coming to under- 


stand Homcthlng about the normal sen- 
timents connected with the attraction 
of the sexes and the more U knows tho 
more monstrous does tho romantic life 
of our days appear. 
One of the best 


signs of the times Is thut men and even 
women are coming to regard H as a 
false thing to have one standard 
by 


which they Judge literature nnd another 
to act by. 


"What I plead tor today Is Inspection 


and even owntr' Ip even In the Juven- 
ile department of our public libraries. 


"Tho staple of reading for adolescents 


should bo tho roots of science, literature 
and history. 
There Is only ono stand- 


ard that ought always to bo supreme 
for tho reading of the.young, ar.d that Is 
moral Improvement. 
No child should 


satisfy the requirements of tho school 
law until his mind has bcon .at least 
exposed to the great story books 
that 


underlie the literature of the great race*. 
Uy story telling and by judicious In- 
spections of -reading this can be done. 
The craze for modernity and the Interest 
tn tho latest novel as such Is Itself a fllgn 
of mental degeneracy." 


President Roosevelt was greeted at the 


railroad station by a largo crowd. When 
ho arrived at the Auditorium In which 
tho convention of tho National Educa- 
tional association was being held, tho 
audience arose and greeted him with the 
Chautauqua salute. 
The president at 


once began the delivery of an address. 
lie said: 


PRESIDENT'S SPEECH. 


I am glad to have the chance ef 


greeting the National Educational As- 
sociation: for In all this 
democratic 


land there Is no more genuinely demo- 
cratic association than this. It is truly 
democratic, because here each member 
meets every other member as his peer 
without regard to whether he is the 
president of one of tho great universi- 
ties or newest recruit to that high and 
honorable profession which has' in Its 
charge the upbringing and training of 
those boys and girls who in a few short 
years will themselves bo settling the 
destinies of this nation. It is not too 
much to say that the most characteris- 
tic work of the republic is that done by 
the educators, t'or "whatever our short- 
comings as a nation may be. we have at 
least firmly grasped the fact that -we 
can not do our part in the

this, which substitutes for the Idea! of 
accumulating money tho Infinitely loft- 
ier, 
non materialistic Ideal of devotion 


to work worth doing simply for 
that 


work's sake. I do not In the least un- 
derestimate the need of having mntor- 
ial prosperity as the basis of our civili- 
zation, but 1 most earnestly Insist that 
If our civilization does not build a 
lofty superstructure on this basis, we 
can never rank among tho really great 
peoples. A certain amount of money Is 
of course H necessary thing. HH mucl 
for tho nation ns for tho 
Individual 


and there are. few moments In which 
more thoroughly bcllovc than In th 
movement to secure better remunera- 
tion for our teachers. 
But. after all 


the service you render is incalculable 
because of the very fact that by your 
lives you show that you believe Ideals 
to be worth sacrifice, and thnt you un 
splendidly eager to do nonremunc'ra- 
tlve work if this work Is of good to 
your fellow men. 


A ORKAT SERVICE. 


To furnish in your lives such a real- 


ized high Ideal Is to do 11 great si-rvlco 
to the country. The chief harm done 
by the men of swollen fortune to the 
community In not tho harm that tho 
demagogue is apt to depict ns springing 
from their actions, but tho fact that 
their success sots up a false standard, 
and so serves as a bad example for thy 
rest of us. If we do not ourselves at- 
tach nn exaggerated Importance to tho 
rich man who is distinguished only by 
his riches, this rich man would havo 
a most Insignificant Influence over us. 
It Is generally onr own fault If he does 
damage to us. for he damages us chief- 
ly by arousing our envy or by render- 
ing us sour and discontented. In his 
actual business relations ho is much 
more apt to benefit than harm the rest 
ot us; nnd though It Is eminently right 
to lake whatever steps are necessary In 
order to prevent the exccptlonr.1 mem- 
bers of his class from doing harm. 11 Is 
wicked folly to let ourselves bo drawn 
Into any attack upon tho man of wealth 
merely as such. Moreover, such nn at- 
tack is In itself nn exceptionally crook- 
ed and ugly tribute to wealth, 
and 


therofoie the proof of an exceptionally 
ugly and crooked state of mind In the 
man making the attack. Venomous en- 
vy of wealth In simply another form of 
tho spirit, which In one of Its mani- 
festations takt-8 the. shape of cringing 
soivlllty toward wealth, and 
In 
an- 


other the shape it brutal ."-rogance on 
the part of certain mer. of wealth. Kach 
one o? these stales of mind, whether It 
be hatred, servility, or arrogance, Is In 
reality closely akin to the other two; 
for each of them 
springs 
from 
a 


fantastically twisted and exaggerated 
idea of the Importance of wealth 
us 


compared to other things. 


DEMAGOGUE'S CP.Y. 


Tho clamor of the demagogue against 


wealth, the 
snobbery of 
the 
social 


columns of the newspapers which deal 
with the doings of the wealthy, and the 
misconduct of those men of wealth who 
act with brutal disregard of the rights 
of others, seem superficially to have no 
fundamental relation; yet 
In reality 


they spring from shortcomings which 
are fundamentally the !,nme: and one 
of these shortcomings is the failure to 
liave proper ideals. 


This failure must be 
remedied 
In 


largo part by the actions of you and 
your fellow-teachers, your fellow-edu- 
cators throughout this land. liy your 
lives, no less than by your teachings, 
you.show thnt while you regard wealth 
ns a good 
thing, you regard other 


things ns Ptlll better. It Is absolutely 
necessr.ry to earn a certain amount of 
money: It is a man's first duty to those 
dependent upon him to earn enough for 
.hoir support; but after n certain point 
ias. been reached money-making can 
never ftand on the same plane with 
other anil nobler forms of effort. 'The 
roll of American worthies numbers men 
Iko Washington and Lincoln.

He gave the governor a pretty salute, 
which was acknowledged by the latter 
raising his handsome straw hat. and 
turned out of the column,

Vc- 
danllsm, Judaism and Ihc ihcolog) 
taught by the priests of ancient Kgypt 
The record goen as far hack as tho 
history of man has been traced. 
Far more Interesting to the general 


reader than the history of ancient re- 
ligions of any kind, however. Is th< 
•tory of Annie Besant herself. 
Sho 


was born in London, Oct. 1, 1847. Her 
mother was loo poor to educate ihc 
Illlle girl, KO sho was lakeri In hand by 
Miss llsrryat, daughter of the novel- 
lilt. MlM Marryat was rich and -.VPS 
a good friend of the child's family. 
Annie was brilliant and precocious In- 
tellectually nnd'of a deeply religious 
nature besides. In early glrlhomi and

ty to Rev, Frank Bcsant sho was an

Episcopalian of the most high church 
type. 
Here Is the kind of husband she got: 


"A man with very high Ideas of ;t 
husband's authority and a wife's mib- 
mfsslim, holding strongly to the 'inns- 
tcr-lii-my-own-liouse' theory: think- 
ing much of the details of home ar- 
rangements, precise, methodical, easily 
angered and with difficulty appeased." 
On her part she says: "1 had never 
had a harsh word -spoken to me. never 
been ordered to do anything-, had had 
my way smoothed for my feet and 
never a wony had touched me. Harsh- 


ness roused llrst Incredulous wonder, 
then a storm of Indignant tears and 
after a time a proud, dellaut resistance, 
cold and hard a.M Iron." 


With tender and gentle treatment, 


Annie Besant thinks she might in time 
have mado a fair Imitation of tho 
proper conventional clergyman's wife. 
Then Annlo llesant might never have 
beeomo tho high priestess of thcoso- 
phy. 
might never even havo been Heard 


of at all. 
Sho would have endured 


with grim resignation the 
frightful 


dullness of the women who surrounded 
her In her husband'K parish. Hut her 
husband'H treatment of her "scared 
and outraged" her from tho first, and 
at length all the dauntless. Independ- 
ent, 
intellectual woman rose In re- 


bellion wltli a power that even she hnd 
not suspected before that sho pos- 
sessed. 


The llrst shaking of her theological 


faith came when she began to wonder 
whether there could be anything In a 
church that permitted such a imvn as 
Rev. 
Frank IK'sanl to be a minister ot 


tho gospel. She began to doubt and 


Annlt Bwonf. 


was distressed. 
Then some ono ad- 


vised her to apply to Dr. Pusey for 
advice. 
Ho told her sternly lhat It 


was not her duly to try to ascertain 
tho Irtilh. hut to do and bellovo what 
she was told. This was tho final blow, 
and from that day she thought for her- 
self, right or wrong. 


Sho refused at length to go to her 


husband's church and listen to his 
sermons. To rrelend to bellevo In the 
public ministrations of n man who was 
an evil tempered, selfish, petly lyranl 
at home was moro than her honest, in- 
dependent nature could endure. 
She 


began lo write; she became n free 
thinker, driven thcrclo apparently by 
Iho Irealment of her husband. 
To 


cover up Iho scandal of having a wife 
wno would not attend his church nnd 
would not accept him as her legal, 
mental 
and 
spiritual director Rev. 


Frank Besant an-.l his family tried lo 
have this wifo pronounced Insane. 


Naturally a separation followed. Mrs. 


liesant took her llttlo daughter nnd 
went out to earn bread for both. For 
a time sho did domestic work, was 
nurse, governess and head cook In a 
family, receiving In return board and 
lodging for herself nnd child. 


Neither kitchen nor nursery, how- 


ever, was wldo enough to hold Annie 
Ht'sant. 
Theologically, she had been 


driven from one extreme to nnolher, 
from high church ritualist to bellev 
ing In no creed at all.. She became a 
member of the British National Sccu 
lar society. 
Thus she met Charles 


Hradtaugh and became his assistant In 
writing, speaking and working. 


Next Mine. Hlavntsky. founder of tho 


theosophlcal society, met her and ex- 
pounded oriental doctrine to her. con- 
vincing her of Its truth. 
Honest to 


the core. Annie Besant, *o the general 
amazement, "flopped" Into theosophyi 
.She was thenceforth the right hand 01 
Mine. Blavntsky during tho lattcr's 
lifetime. Since Mine. Illavutsky's death 
Mr?. liesnnt has naturally dropped In- 
to the leader's place. Sho has crossct 
ihc ocean to America many times anc 
then crisscrossed our cbntincnl, ex- 
pounding the doctrines of her cult 
which are universal brotherhood, tho 
unfolding of the hidden powers of man 
and the study of oriental languages 
»nd literature. 


Twenty years ago Annie Besant, in 


England, was Jeered at, scorned and 
persecuted. 
Now her name Is men- 


tioned at least wllh respect. Few liv- 
ing persons of either sex havo done 
more humanitarian work than, she has. 
She Is a woman of Indomitable cour- 
age. Industry and perseverance, an en- 
thusiast through and through. 
She 


lives the simple life, believing that 
everything beyond a moderate supply 
of material things Interferes wllh and 
retards man's nobler progress.

Miss Irwlna 
was asked to choose, if convenient, 
some topic connected with tho na- 
tion's birthday. 


At 11 o'clock July 3 tho Cllos as- 


sembled 
In 
their 
morning 
calling 


clothes, and Miss Irwlna was Intro- 
iluccd. After speaking nwhllo she said 
she would ask n few questions direct- 
ly nnd Indirectly connected with In- 
dependence day. The first was this: 


"Will some of tho descendants of 


soldiers'of tho American Revolution 
tell us what historic event of vital Im- 
portance to our country occurred on 
this date, July 3, in the year 1775, an 
event undoubtedly leading up to the 
promulgation of tho Declaration of In 
dependence a year later? Let us play 
we are a real history class at school. 
Those who would like to answer may 
hold up their hands." 


Not a hand was raised, to tho ap- 


parent surprise of Miss Irwlna. though 
liosslbly she was not really so much 
surprised after all. Sho waited, then 
said: 
- "July 3, 1775, at 9 o'clock in the 
morning, at Cambridge, Mass., under 
K tree ever afterward known as the 
•Washington Elm.' George Washington 
took formal command of the American 
army, as he had recently been em 
powered to do by the Continental con- 
gress. Oh. by the way, when was our 
country's birthday first celebrated as 
a holiday, and how was U commem- 
orated?" 


Not n Illy r-hlto hand was raised In 


response to this question.. After wait- 
ing to make sure that no members of 
the club that had been studying the 
history ot ancient countries could an- 
swer this question In regard to their 
own. Miss Irwlna herself answered It 
as follows: 


"July t, 1777, our nation's first anni- 


versary, tho American army was at 
Morrlstown. N. J.. General Washing 
ton himself commemorated the occa- 
sion by ordering the firing of guns and 
tho lighting of bonfires. Thus the very 
first July t after the original one, on 
which the Declaration wa« Issued, was 
celebrated by tho discharge of gun 
powder, accompanied by such fire- 
works as were at hand. 
The com 


mandcr In chief also ordered that In 
honor of the day an extra gill of rum 
bo given to each soldier. 


"By the way, again, do you remcm 


bof who It was that, referring to our 
natal day, said: 


"'We shall make this a glorious, an 


Immortal, day. 
When we aro In our 


graves our children will honor It. Thes 
will celebrate It with thanksgiving, 
with festivity, with bonfires and Illu- 
minations. • • • My Judgment ap- 
proves this measure and my wholo 
heart Is In It. All that 1 have, all that 
I am and all that I hopo In this life I 
am now ready to stako upon It. and I 
leavo off aa 1 began, that, j|vo or die, 


survive or perish, I nm for tho Decla- 
ration. It Is my living sentiment, and 
by tho blessing of God It shall be ray 
dying 
sentiment—Independence 
now, 


and Independence forever!'" 


At once several hands were raised. 


"Who?" asked Miss Irwlna. And the 
answer came, distinct, decided: 


"John Adams!" 
"Well, no," replied Miss Irwlna, her 


eyes and mouth looking as though sho 
would like to laugh, although her head 
maintained a solemn pose. 
"It was 


only tho Imaginary speech of John 


Adams, tho ono which Daniel Webster 
puts Into tho patriot's mouth. Webster 
himself uttered tho famous words out 
of his own head In an address de- 
livered In 1826 and said ho seemed to 
hear John Adams speaking them. But 
can any of you tell me"— 


The president's gavel fell. 
"Time 


has expired," said she. Aa tho ladiea 
of the Clio club passed out ono ol 
them said to her chum:
